After  the  capitulation  of  France  and  during  the  period  of 
influx  of  refugees,  a  doctor  ws  in  continual  attendance  night  and 
day  at  the  port  and  of  a  total  of  2,597  persons  landing  2,5' u  were 
subjected  o  a  careful  inspection  and  full  examination  if  such 
appeared  necessary*  First  Aid  and  ambulance  services  were  available 
and  suen  cases  is  required  ospital  treatment  were  promptly  reroved. 
Full  arrangements  were  mode  for  dealing  with  dirty  and  verminous 
persons  t  lough  fo;  unately  f  w  of  tnese  were  encountered# 

The  Medical  Officer  boarded  many  vessels  carrying  refugees 
but  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  wore  detected.  A  return  of 
the  medical  inspection  of  aliens  of  this  category  is  as  follows:  - 
No  apparent  disease  2,517.
